(The name came from Chi­ 
cago.) 
The farm has been here many 
years, but un.il it recently acquired 
a multitude of voluntary press agents 
it was unwept, unhonored—and un­ 
stung. 
Thousands of Illinois 
eyes 
have 
wept over the death of Joe Ackerman. 
Nobody in Sandoval, the nearest 
towi^ to this shivery farm, ever saw 
Joe Ackerman. 
Nobody here ever 
will see him, despite the fact that 
citizens of Sandoval will continue to 
go in both directions at more or less 
frequent intervals. 
Harpists and ex­ 
pert pitchfork wielders will be alike 
disappointed. 
Joe Ackerman Never Lived. 
The reason Is that there never was 
a Joe Ackerman. It was an oversight 
on Joe’s part that he neglected to 
exist. 
Nevertheless his 
name 
will 
live. 
If Joe could he materialized out of 
the world of nothingness he would 
pat his chest and say: 
“I’m the fellow you read about. 
I 
die on Death Farm—Tuesdays and 
Fridays.” 
Nobody in these parts ever heard 
of Death Farm until Joe Ackerman 
died on paper. 
Then came wonderful revelations. 
To the four quarters of the globe, in­ 
cluding Chicago and Metropolis City, 
the news flashed forth that poor Joe 
Ackerman had died less than three 
weeks after tne death of his brother, 
John. 
Some weird, unexplained an1 ma­ 
lign influence peculiar to Death Farm 
overcame them both. 
Scientists Not Fooled. 
Scientists were astounded. 
Experts 
who had never been within 500 miles 
of the farm w«re deeply impressed by 
accounts of sulphurous fumes which 
hung over the ill-fated place at sun­ 
rise.

Tradition About Other Deaths. 
So 
far 
as 
careful 
investigation 
shows there have been three, or at 
most four deaths on the farm in the 
last twenty years. 
There is a tradi­ 
tion that other deaths occurred there 
about thirty years ago, but no one 
here can verify this. 
Eight years ago Gottfried Pahm and 
his wife moved from the neighboring 
town of Ferren to the farm which 
they had owned for several years and 
which had been occupied for more 
than a quarter of a century, by fami­ 
lies in which the death rate had not 
been above the normal. 
Pahm at tb1! time was nearly 70 
years old and had been an invalid for 
several years. 
He was wheeled into 
his new home in an invalid’s chair 
Physicians said paralysis would cause 
his death in a short time.

a year later he died, as had been pre­ 
dicted. 
Wife Also an Invalid. 
Mrs. Pahm nursed 
her 
husband 
through his last illness, although she, 
too, was an invalid. 
Two months 
later she died, the cause of death be­ 
ing heart weakness, superinduced by 
exhaustion and a chronic complaint 
of long standing. 
At that time there was no exoressed 
suspicion 
that 
a malign influence 
hung over ths farm. 
F. E. Tybeiendt 
and 
his 
family 
moved into the farm house soon after 
the death of the Pahms. 
“We were never so healthy as when 
we lived there,” said Tyberendt to a 
oorresjxmdent. 
“ My son, Martin, is 
now the husband of Gottfried Pahm’s 
daughter, Annie. 
They are goii g to 
move back to the farm when the 
Ackerman family’s lease expire3 next 
month. 
“I l>elieve that the original well 
which was sunk on the farm many 
years ago was unhealthy. The creek 
at times raises a fog which might 
cause malaria, but with ordinary care 
any family can live on the farm and 
have nothing to fear ” 
Two years ago, when the Tyber­ 
endt family moved to Ferrer, John 
Ackerman and his sisters, Kate and 
Christine, leased the farm. 
Sunstroke Caused Death. 
John Ackerman, hard workjng and 
abstemious, overworked 
himself 
In 
his effort to make a living frsm the 
larm, his neignbors say. 
On the aft­ 
ernoon of July 4, an extremely hot 
day, he collapsed while at work In 
the field. 
He died the next day. Dr. 
Wilcox, of Carlyle, at first thought 
Ackerman may have been affected by 
drinking water from the well. 
Later 
he issued a certificate showing that 
sunstroke - was the cause of death. 
One theory which Dr. Wilcox en­ 
tertained for a time was that the 
tw'o cow's kept by the family may 
have eaten a poisonous weed and that 
Ackerman was poisoned by the milk. 
Ackerman’s s’sters assured the phy­ 
sician that their brother never drank 
milk. 
There was never a suspicion that 
the so-called “Death Farm ” was un 
healthy until accounts were published 
telling of the strange death of Joe 
Ackerman so soon after his brother, 
John, passed away. 
A mistake in telephone transmis­ 
sion Is believed to have given the 
impression that Joe Ackerman had 
died. 
Those who kuew John Acker- 
\ 
man and had never heard of ".Toe,” 
jumped to th^ conclusion that there 
had been two deaths. 
Sisters Did Not Leave. 
The story grew. 
It was said that 
the Ackerman sisters had fled in ter­ 
ror from the farm. 
They are still 
there. They assign no cause for their 
brother’s death, except that he was 
overheated w'hile at work In the field 
on the hottest day of the year. 
An­ 
other brother, ^teve, has joined them 
since John’s death. 
They say they will 
remain 
until 
their lease expires next month, when 
the daughter of Gottfried Pahm will 
show her disregard of the supposed 
“hoodoo” by taking up her residence 
in the little white farm house. 
Widely 
published 
accounts 
have 
told of thousands of visitors g *ng to 
Death Farm every day since the death 
of the Ackerman brothers. 
V/hen a 
correspondent went there Thuisday 
Miss Christine Ackerman told him he 
was the first visitor 
at 
the 
farm 
house since last Sunday, when an 
automobilist stopped and made a pho­ 
tograph.
